2. Claims 3 1-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 

failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 

the invention. 

In each of claims 31 and 33, it is imclear as to what is intended to be the claim limitation 
for reciting "A medium carrying a program and/or data for having all or part of functions of all 
or part of means of the data source, a data conversion device, an auxiliary data file generation 
device or data inverse conversion device". What part of fimctions and what part of means as in 
one of claims 24-26 are intended to be included as the claim limitation? 

Similarly, in each of claims 32 and 34, it is unclear as to what is intended to be the claim 
limitation for reciting "An information aggregate, wherein said information aggregate is a 
program and/or data for having all or part of fimctions of all or part of means of the data 
source, a data conversion device, an auxiliary data file generation device or data inverse 
conversion device". What part of fimctions and what part of means as in one of claims 24-26 are 
intended to be included as the claim limitation? 
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In addition, claims 31-34 are also rejected for being a hybrid claim which include means 
plus function within a method claim. 

3. Claims 31-34 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

4. Claims 24-30 are allowed. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Kawamura et al, Akatsu et al. '862 & '255, James et al, Lym et al., and Stahl et al. are 
further cited to show the common feature of data information processing over IEEE- 1394 bus 
structure similar to the claimed invention.
